The dapper operator on the bear

mittee completely into his confidence. 
For all the machinations he con­ 
trived there were after all, he swore, 
but two reasons. 
He wished to cause 
an “explosion” which would bring the 
Wall street men whom he felt were 
antagonistic to him "into the open” 
and he wished to insure the re-em­ 
ployment of Edward Lauterbach, his 
lawyer friend, who had fallen into dis­ 
favor with the mighty of the street. 
Although the committee tried to d e­ 
velop that there might have been some 
other 
consideration Involved 
Lamar 
denied such an allegation as often as 
it was made. 
He was on the stand 
for several hours and although five 
senators wielded the scalpel at vari­ 
ous times they uncovered nothing that 
Lamar did not wish to reveal. 


Played W all Street’s Game. 


He was only playing Wall street’s 
game, he said, when he made such 
frequent 
use of 
the telephone 
and 
talked about what might be done in 
Washington through prominent mem­ 
bers of congress. 
It wag the game he had known most 
of twenty-five years he had been In 
the street, he said, but he was through 
with it now. 
He was sorry for the 
publicity that had been given to the 
reports of influence in congress, but 
except for that he thought the end 
Justified the means. 
The explosion had occurred, he add­ 
ed, and his enemies had been dragged 
into the open to prove Charges circu­ 
lated for many years In the financial 
district against himself and I^auter- 
bach. 
He summed up his whole story 
in a few words when he said: 
‘It was the Wall street game I was 
playing. 
In Wall street you don’t act 
like you do on a New Jersey farm.” 
Lam ar’s examination was finished 
and both he and lauterbach were al­ 
lowed to go with the understanding 
that 
if wanted they should appear 
again. 


FEWER AUTOS ARE IMPORTED 


Treasury Figures Show Large Trade 
Decrease. 
New 
York, 
July 
9.—The 
United 
States treasury has been enriched dur­ 
ing the past decade to the extent of 
$10,123,427 in duties upon foreign built 
automobiles brought into this port. 
In the period named 8,774 machine* 
of all classes were imported here, ag­ 
gregating $22,507,615 in appraised for­ 
eign value, subject to a duty of 45 per 
cent. 
The statistics prepared at the cus­ 
toms house show that during the past 
three fiscal years ending June 30 the 
importation of automobiles has fallen 
off. 
In 1912, for instance, 826 cars 
were imported, as compared with 1,381 
in 1909. 
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HOLY WAR UPON ARABIANS 


B ritain R u sh e s W a rsh ip s and Infantry 
to Protect Interests. 
Simla, India, July 9.—A holy war 
was declared on the sultan of the In-

Three British warships hare been 
sent to Muscat to protect British in­ 
terests and a regiment of Rajput in­ 
fantry has been ordered there from 
India.

The Work Upon the State Roads Will 
Extend Well Along Until Fall 
of Year 


The year 1913 marks the first year 
of systematic road work in Crow Wing 
county. 
The county does all its own 
work and under the supervision of 
L. 
E. 
Garrison, 
district engineer. 
Three road foremen have been ap­ 
pointed and they, with their men 
and teams, are busily engaged in the 
work of improving the highways in 
accordance with instructions from tile 
state highway commission. 
L. E. Garrison, in a short inter­ 
view, said: 
“ We have a crew dress­ 
ing, planing and clearing State Road 
No. 2 from Brainerd to a point 6 
miles east. 
“State Road No. I has been practi­ 
cally graded from the Gruenhagen 
corner, 1. e. city limits of Brainerd, 
3 miles south. 
This road is through 
a boulder, clay formation and when 
complete will make a fine road and 
a good thing for Brainerd as it leads 
into some of tue best farm lands in 
the county. 
“ State Road No. 4 leads south from 
Brainerd along tne St. Paul & North­ 
ern Pacific railway, which, when 
complete, will give a through line to 
Barrows, Little Falls, St. Cloud and 
so on to the Twin Cities. 
We have 
got about 4 miles graded and are now 
macadamizing about one mile of it 
with a three coat of crushed rock1 
surface 14 feet wide. 
“ Work will soon be begun upon 
State Roads No’s. 3 and 5. 
No. 3 
extends from Brainerd to Merrifield. 
No. 5 runs from Deerwood to Bay 
Lake and thence south to a connec­ 
tion with the Brainerd-Moose lake 
Elwell highway. 
“The work upon state roads in 
this county will extend well along 
until fall as ('row Wing county is 
desirous of doing a good season’s 
work.” 
A steel and cement bridge Is to 
be put in on State Road No. I accord 
ing to plans and specifications of the 
state highway commission. 
Crushed 
rock is being received from the state 
reformatory at St. Cloud. 
The rocK 
costs nothing except the freight, 
cars were received at Barrows Tues­ 
day afternoon. 
The roads built are 
giving good satisfaction.

Fight of June 28. 1863, these troops 
leo! occupied Chambersburg.

Eefore the Battle. 
They of the blue—the oft defeated 
but undismayed Array of the Poto­ 
m ac—c a m e up from the south, led by 
Major General George G. Meade, who

had superseded General Joseph Hook­ 
er in the command only the day be­ 
fore. 
So it came that on that 29th of 
Ju n e morning fifty years ago the first 
order of the new Union leader wag one 
urging the sw iftest possible pursuit 
of the Army of Northern Virginia, 
flushed with its recent successes at 
Bull Run, Fredericksburg and Chun- 
cellorsvllle and now in the north In­ 
vading a Union state. 
The Federal 
troops were eager to do battle for the 
first time on their own soil. 
Their 
progress from their starting joints at 
Harpers Ferry and Frederick was re­ 
tarded somewhat, however, because of 
wary maneuvering necessary to the 
keeping of a barrier of bayonets be­ 
tween tho gray invading enemy and 
the Washington capitol dome in the 
near distance. 
It Ls hard for the man who has never 
“smelled powder" to realize the pecul­ 
iar and the full significance of this 
mighty reunion. 
Can we who have 
had no share in the terrific battle un­ 
derstand the complex feelings of the 
grizzled veteran who clasps the band 
of the very man who raised his saber 
to deal him a deathblow?

A Historic R allying Ground. 
Yet these tire the very things that 
make Gettysburg again the rallying 
ground of the followers of Meade. 
S i c k l e s and Hancock and Lee, Long- 
street aud Pickett, as well as of the 
other thousands of brave veterans who 
took no part in the battle there, but 
gave their meed of blood and service 
to the cause they loved during four 
years of bitter strife. 
Facts and figures are not yet avail­ 
able as to the exact number of veter­ 
ans taking part in the celebration, but 
the num ber is sure to be well in excess 
of 40.000 and may even pass the 50.* 
DOO mark. 
These and tile thousands 
of sightseers make a host far greater 
even than that of tho two mighty ar 
tules that battled there. 
And what a difference between the 
Gettysburg of 1913 aud tho Gettysburg 
of 1803! 
There was no preparation for the ar­ 
rival of the blue and tho gray fifty 
years ago. 
The countryside, soon to 
reverberate to the boom of cannon, the 
shriek of shrapnel, the groans of the 
wounded and dying and the hoarse 


cries of men in heut of battle, lay quiet 
under the summer sun or the silent 
stars. 
Only the subdued noises of 
wood and field preceded tho measured 
tread of the hosts that soon would 
clush amid those peaceful surround­ 
ings 
Men rested or ate as they could. 
on the bare ground or Udiind some 
hastily constructed breastwork, lf they 
rested or ate at all. 
The grim. black 
cloud of war hung over the land. 


The Gettysburg of 1913. 


What a contrast to this picture the 
Gettysburg of 1913 presents? 
For weeks the government and the 
state of Pennsylvania have left noth­ 
ing undone which would make for the 
comfort and health of their honored 
guests 
Upward of 5,000 tents, each 
capable of holding twelve men. but 
destined 
to 
hold 
only 
eight, 
were 
erected and separate cots for each vet­ 
eran supplied 
Every modern agency was employed 
by the government to conserve the 
health of the old soldiers, and extraor­ 
dinary care was taken to Insure the 
best medical, sanitary arid commissary 
arrangements. For this purpose all the 
available surgeons connected with the 
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“OR KUTI NO, COMRADE I" 


15,000 people, is erected as a gathering 
ground for the veterans and for the va­ 
rious exercises of tin* celebration. 
The camp is laid out by states, In or­ 
der to facilitate identification hikI sim­ 
plify such matters as the delivery of 
mail and the finding of any particular 
group by visitors or veterans from oth­ 
er stutes. 
Each veteran on reporting 
to the officer in charge receives on 
identification tag, which he carries dur­ 
ing the reunion. This tag will give his 
name in full, the name of his nearest 
of kin, his home and street address, 
height and weight aud the name of the 
veteran organization with which he is 
affiliated. 
The Equipment. 


The equipment of the sleeping tents 
for the veterans includes 41,640 cots, 
40,000 blankets. 10.000 wash basins, 
11,350 candle burning lanterns, 00,000 
wax candles aud 6,000 galvanized iron 
drinking w ater buckets. 
The total 
weight of this equipment is 1,342,607 
pounds, and the total value approxi­ 
mates $220,000. 
The hauling of the 
tentage and equipment, together with 
the baggage of the veterans, is esti­ 
mated ut $15,000. 
The kitchen outfits weigh 135.044 
pounds, and the weight of rations es­ 
timated as necessary 1h over 1.000.000 
pounds. 
Forty thousand mess kits and 
more were provided by the govern­ 
ment. and this means at least 40.000 
enameled plates aud an equal number 
of knives, forks, teaspoons and cups. 
The commissary department ns pro­ 
vided by Uncle Sam consists of one 
chief commissary, ten commissary ser­ 
geants. four commissary clerks, I,<500 
cooks and cooks’ helpers and 130 bak­ 
ers. 
General Shar|K\ commissary gen­ 
eral of the army, before the celebration 
figured t fint the cost of tin1 four days’ 
rations would be $51,063; the wages of 
cooks, 
helpers and bakers. $27,930. 
while the mess kits would add to this 
total about $10,000 
Add to this $504 
for one field bakery. $1,084 for 4t>0 
array ranges and the railroad fares of 
tho commissary force, and the total 
cost of the commissary equipment and 
service amounts to $112,169. 


The Water Supply. 


In order to provide an adequate wa­ 
ter supply the government expended at 
the Gettysburg camp about $44,000 
The lighting of the streets of the tent­ 
ed camps cost about $6,000, while the 
rakes, spades, brooms, garbage cans 
arid other utensils needed in the proper 
sanitation of the camp adds still an­ 
other Item of about $1,500.
